The projected sale of the group 
of stores at the corner of Lowell 
and Woburn Street to the White 
Spot Construction Company of Som 
erville seems to have been called 
off, 

John Lucci, owner of the stores 
and the market that bears hisname 
confirmed Tuesday to the Town 
Crier that the sale seems to be 
blocked, Papers were tohave been 
passed yesterday, but were not, 

Lucci had received a substantial 
payment as a ‘binder’ but did not 
reveal the amount, other than to 
say that is was in ‘five figures’. 
He told the Town Crier that the 
White Spot Company had asked for 
an extension of time, but that he 
had refused, as there had already 
been one six month extension, 

Mr Lucei told the Town Crier 
that he had made up his mind to 
continue to operate his grocery 
store, if the sale fell through, and 
that he was actively considering 
steps which might allow him to put 
in curbstones, and otherwise con- 
form to the traffic needs of the 
area, 

Meanwhile a group of residents 

trom the vicinity of Hanson Road 
have grouped together, and called 
themselves the Committee against 
Creeping Paralysis, They are de- 
termined to prevent the White Spot 
Construction Company from build- 
ing, 
About 36 persons are inthe com- 
mittee, In Tuesday night’s meeting 
of the Planning Board, at the end 
of a three-quarter of an hour ses- 
sion with the board on the White 
Spot Company, an agreement was 
made with Chairman A Daniel Gil- 
lis that the group would submit a 
request to change the zoning of 
the Lucci area back to Residential, 
and that the Planning Board would 
submit this as an article to the 
coming Special Town Meeting in 
September, 

Prior to the talk that led to the 
proposal to rezoning the grouphad 
talked with the Planning Board for 
-about an hour on drainage 
problems near Hanson Road, while 
other persons, with appointments 
to the Planning Board cooled their 

heels outside the meeting room 
door, 

‘The idea of rezoning the business 
area back to residential seemed to 
grow slowly during the three-quar- 
ter hour conversation, in which the 
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group explored the interpretations 
of Neighborhood Business with the 
Planning Board, They were seek- 
ing means to stop the White Spot 
Company from building. 

Mrs Barbara Hooper of Strout 
Avenue was the first person to sug- 
gest rezoning, 

Gillis told the group that they 
would need 150 signatures to get 
an article asking the town to re- 
zone on the warrant for the spec- 
fal town meeting, Then he added; 
‘Or you could ask the Planning 
Board to submit it, Bring in a 
petition, and I’ll bring it to a vote 
with the board, and then submit 
it to the Town Counsel, before the 
Town Meeting.

Anthony Ruggeleri, representing 
the ‘Convenience Food Stores’ ap~ 
peared before the board to propose 
one man food store, tobe erected 
on Main Street, just south of Roc- 
co’s Restaurant, He didn’t get to 
first base. 

Mr Ruggeiri told the Selectmen 
that the stores have three now being 
built, in Quincy, Burlington and 
Brockton, The ‘stores are operated 
by one man, with a floor area of 
1600 feet, and are open seven days 
&@ week until 11 pm. There are no 
fresh meats, but frozen meats are 
sold. Ruggieri likened the opera- 
tion to those of the Cumberland 
Farm stores, 

Mrs Drew was most outspoken in 
opposition, Discussing the pro- 
posed 11 pm closing on Sundays 
she declared she would never vote 
for it - ‘nor on holidays either’.

Redevelopment Authority 

Attending the meeting from the 
Wilmington Redevelopment Author 
ity were Joseph Sottile, Bob Evans 
and Bob Leahy. Chairman LaRivee 
was on vacation, the Selectmen 
were told, as was Ray McNamara 
With the’ Authority was Ken Wein- 
er of Candeub, Fleissig and As- 
sociates of Boston, consultants. 

Even before the Authority mem- 
bers had an opportunity to speak 
they were congratulated for their 
work of the past weeks, 

Mr. Sottile, the secretary, acted 
as.spokesman, He showed the Sel- 
ectmen the plans for the Eames 
Street Industrial Park, and re- 
quested their signatures onthe ap- 
Plication going to the State Depart 
ment of Commerce and Develop~ 
ment, 

Sottile told the Selectmen that 
there were $200,000 of state money 
available for redevelopment funds 
this year, and that $113,000 ofthis 
was already allocated, so that the 
Wilmington Authority should waste 
no time, or it would have to wait 
until ' July 1 of the next year. 

Seventy five percent of the mon- 
ey needed for the Planning Stage 
would be granted by the state, Sot- 
tile said, if the town were able to 
get its application in on time, and 
other similar factors were ful- 
filled, Twenty five percent would 
have to come from the town, in 
case or in services, for the Plan- 
ning Stage. 

After the Planning Stage had been 
completed the costs would then be 
shared 50-50 by town and state, 
and the lands in the area owned by 
the town could be more than the 
town’s share, 

Mr Weiner told the Selectmen 
that the Authority had done ex- 
cellent work, and that the town’s 
share of planning costs could be, 
in part at least, met by appraisals 
of land, economic studies, engin- 
eering, office expenses, etc, 

Inspection of the map which Sot- 
tile displayed, by Niles, showed 
that there were four residences in 
the area that had been set off by 
the town, off Eames Street and to 
the Woburn line. 

Sottile told Niles that only one 
of these residences, the Goss 
home off Eames Street, was going 
to be taken by the Authority, and 
this with the co-operation of the 
Goss family.
